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'Everything is up for grabs' 


No pact - teacher strike possible

Public schools in Romulus reopen 
two weeks from today and no new 
teacher contract has been signed, 
but school officials are hopeful that a 
strike by the 329 members of the 
Romulus Education Association will 
not be forthcoming. 

After four negotiation sessions 
lasting over 20 hours in all, ‘a 
prevailing business-like attitude” in 
the contract talks was reported by 
Terrel M. LeCesne, personnel 
relations manager and chief 
negotiator for the school system. 

“At this point I don’t know, but it is 
certainly our goal to reach an 


agreement without any interruption 
of school. If the present atmosphere 
continues, I feel that that can be 
accomplished,” LeCesne explained 

The current three-year pact 
between the schools and the REA 
will expire Aug. 30, a week from 
tomorrow, and school officials are 
hoping for another three-year 
contract to be signed soon. 

Asked what issues are being 
discussed for the new contract, 
LeCesne replied, “Everything is up 
for grabs - the whole contract.” 

Compounding usually difficult 
bargaining sessions this year is the 
REA’s inclusion in the newly-formed 
Wayne County Michigan Education 
Association (WCMEA), a 14-school 


district organization which hopes to 
gain additional leverage at the 
bargaining table through joint and 
simultaneous negotiations. 

The new organization is making a 
concerted effort to sign up all school 
districts in Wayne County. If suc- 
cessful, the added clout at the 
bargaining table would greatly 
benefit teachers. 

All of the 14 member school 
districts are out-Wayne County, 
LeCesne said. Included in the 
membership is the Westwood School 
District which has not had a new 
teacher contract in the last three 
years, he said. Westwood teachers, 
however, are not striking. 

LeCesne admitted to the En- 


terprise that Romulus’ inclusion in 
the WCMEA will make tougher 
bargaining, but was hopeful that a 
speedy solution will be found, 
resulting in a new three-year pact. 

Romulus school district now is 
designated as a member of the 
Wayne County Michigan Education 
Association-National Education 
Association-Romulus. Abbreviated, 
the new membership reads WC- 
MEA-NEA-Romulus. 

Bargaining for the school system 
are LeCesne, Arthur McPharlin, 
Halecreek Elementary School 
principal; and Bates Landis, 
business manager. Heading REA 
negotiations is Terrel Bird, a 


Ford plant blamed 

Huron sues over sewage

For mre than 10 years, Huron 
Township has been bristling over 
what it feels is unfair treatment at 
the hands of the Flat Rock Sewage 
Treatment Plant. 

Since 1967 when the plant was 
expanded by the Wayne County 
Road Commission, township of- 
ficials have contended the Ford 
Testing Center in Flat Rock has 
been using the lion’s share of the 
sewage plant's facilities. 

Miffed at getting cut out of sewage 
treatment facilities its citizens have 
been paying for at the rate of eight 
mills a year since 1967, Huron 
Township filed suit in June in Wayne 
County Circuit Court. 

Named in the suit are the Wayne 
County Board of Public Works 
(present owners and operators of the 
sewage treatment plant), Ford 
Motor Co., and the city of Flat Rock. 

“Ford, Flat Rock and the county 
public works board have been 
getting what is rightfully ours and 
what we have been paying for,” 


contended Clerk Mary Lou Carey. 

She said the Flat Rock plant was 
expanded in 1967 to handle some 1.3 
million gallons of sewage per day, 
and up to 1.8 million gallons a day in 
times of emergency, but that both 
figures are being exceeded daily by 
large amounts. 

The clerk stressed that recent 
measurements made by the state 
Department of Natural Resources 
showed more than five million 
gallons of sewage going through the 
Flat Rock plant each day 

“There is a clause in our 
agreement with the county that 
states that the party responsible for 
overloading the plant’s facilities will 
be held responsible for any further 
expansion that is deemed 
necessary,” Mrs. Carey said. 

She maintains that Huron 
Township still is not anywhere near 
to putting its stipulated allocation of 
sewage into the Flat Rock plant. 

Echoing the sentiments of many 
people in the community, Treas. 
Richard F. Sullivan, who has 
worked hard in behalf of fair 
treatment for Huron in the sewage 


dilemma, early this month ad- 
dressed the township board on the 
subject. 

He expressed concern shared by 
the residents of Huron with citizens 
of Flat Rock over the pollution of the 
Huron River which carries the re- 
filtered sewage waters from the Flat 
Rock plant. 

“Too long have we listened to the 
song of the siren of ‘super sewer’. 
Too long have we waited for action 
on the part of those responsible for a 
solution.” Sullivan declared. 

Lamenting tie legal recourse that 
Hu**on is seeking in iht courts, the 
treasurer said, “We fail to un- 
derstand, how an area as viable as 
our community’s is permitted to 
stagnate through what we believe is 
ineptitude or dereliction of ad- 
ministrative responsibilities," he 
emphasized. 

Stressing that there is a solution to 
the pollution problem, Sullivan said 
Huron intends ‘‘to pursue it 
aggressively to the highest levels of 
state government.” 

“Our economic future is at issue. 
The health and welfare of our people 


are at stake. We could not turn our 
back on these responsibilities,” he 
said. 

At the time that the Flat Rock 
plant was expanded, Mrs. Carey 
said new portion of the plant was 
expected to handle seven cubic feet 
per second (cfs). Of that total, 4.8 cfs 
was allocated to Huron, 1.6 cfs to 
Sumpter, 0.8 cfs to Flat Rock, and 
0.5 cfs to the Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority. 

'Hie clerk said Huron’s input into 
fihe sewage plant was much Ie>s than 
-5 fil'iv L >r 4 and dial Sumpt er was 
arely into its earmarked portion. 

“At that time, Ford was not even 
mentioned. Now it’s using the 
biggest share, almost all of the 
expansion from 1967,” the clerk 
contended. 

She said Ford should be made to 
build its own sewage plant and “to 
get out of ours.” She said Ford was 
the “only profit-making party” in 
the parties involved. 

Mrs. Carey said she expects the 
case to be in the courts for a lengthy 
period of time.

School millage is explained

School District will be going to the 
polls to decide on an increase of 3.5 
mills for one year. Voters 
sometimes have many questions 
about the millage, and this first of 
three series of questions and an- 
swers by Supt. Curtis Bartz will help 
clarify concerns and answer those 
questions. 

If the general public has further 
questions about this millage in- 
crease, they are asked to contact the 
Huron superintendent at 782-2441 or 
782-2442. 

QUESTION: 

How will the ballot read when I 
vote on September 10? 

ANSWER. 

TAX RATE LIMITATION IN- 
CREASE PROPOSITION FOR 
OPERATING PURPOSES 

Shall the limitation on the amount 
of taxes which may be assessed 
against all property in Huron School 
District, Wayne and Monroe 
Counties, Michigan, be increased by 
3.5 mills ($3.50 on each $1,000.00) on 
state equalized valuation for the 
year 1979, for the purpose of 
providing additional funds for 
operating purposes? 

QUESTION: 

I hear a lot of talk about 
millage— w f hat is a mill anyway? 
ANSWER: 

A mill is a unit of monetary value 
equal to 1-1000 of a dollar For 
example, if your house has a value of 
$40,000 on today’s market and a 
taxable value of $20,000, the cost of 
each mill would be $20 in taxes. 
QUESTION: 

Why can’t schools “live within 
their means”? 

ANSWER 

By law, schools are required to 
have a balanced budget Un- 
fortunately, like any business, 
schools feel the increased costs of 


inflation. The cost of living last year 
was 12.5 percent and has affected 
the homeowner and the schools 
Buses now cost 34 percent more than 
they did three years ago, 
hospitalization insurance costs have 
risen by 55 percent in the last three 
years, and textbooks cost 27 percent 
more than they did three years ago. 

Salaries, disability insurance, 
electricity, gasoline, teaching 
supplies— almost everything— has 
increased in cost, and these in- 
creased costs must be figured into 
school budgets. Millage requests are 
based on what these budgets in- 
dicate are the needs of our district. 
QUESTION: 

My neighbor told me the school 
board always keeps the special 
millage election a secret. Is this 
true 9 

ANSWER: 

No! Under the “Open Meetings 
Act” decisions by a public body are 
made in public The Huron Board of 
Education passed a resolution at the 
July Organizational Meeting setting 
the third Monday of each month for 
a regular board meeting. The 
meetings begin at 8 p.m. and are 
held in the board room of the Huron 
Elementary, 24820 Merriman Rd 
The agenda is alw r ays posted on the 
door several days before the 
meeting Decisions to be made about 
the school program are always done 
in a public meeting whether it is a 
regular or special board meeting 
When a special meeting is called 
by the president of the board, the 
agenda and the time of meeting are 
always posted in a public place at 
least 18 hours before the meeting 
This time period meets the 
requirement of the law 
The public is always welcome to 
attend the regular and special 
meetings 
QUESTION 


If the 3.5 mill is approved, when 
will the students go back to a six- 
hour day? 

ANSWER: 

First, the laid off teachers have to 
be recalled and scheduling changes 
involving the students and buses 
huve to be made. The change to the 
six-hour day w p ould be made as soon 
as possible. 

QUESTION: 

What will the 3.5 mills be used for 


in our schools? 

ANSWER: 

The biggest part of the 3.5 will be 
used to recall the 15 teachers that 
were laid off in June. This recall of 
teachers will give us a minimum 
educational program. 

Much needed textbooks will be 
purchased and we will be able to 
restore junior high and junior 
varsity athletics and the extra 
curricular activities.

The suggestion was put to the 
council by Robert Hood, a resident 
of Hickory Hollow Cooperative, 
who noted that the signatures of 600 
Wayne citizens on petitions for the 
charter review' question is “a clear 
indication” that there is an interest 
in the issue. 


The petitions containing those 600 
signatures were labelled as 
“defective” by Wayne City At- 
torney Russ Schmidt because the 
name of the sponsoring group was 
written on the back of the petition. 
The state law requires that the 


The Citizens Coalition for City 
Government Reform, the spon- 
soring group under the auspices of 
the Metro Wayne Democratic Club, 
has since requested an opinion 
from the state attorney general on 
the validity of the petitions. Ac- 
cording to a member, the group 
has rejected the idea of re- 
gathering all the signatures on 
newly-printed petitions, and will 
rely * on the attorney general’s 
opinion, and the courts, to get the 
petitions validated. 


signatures should be enough to 
show the council that the citizen 
concern is there The council had, 
several months ago, refused to put 
the question on the ballot, directing 
the Metro Wayne Democratic Club 
to go the petition route, if they 
wanted the question before voters. 

Council members used the same 
reasoning last week when Hood 
made his suggestion. 


“For the council to request (that 
it be on the ballot) would be seen 
as tacit approval (of the charter 
revision),” said Kurt Heidmann.

The council was not convinced by 
Hood's argument that the council 
could put the issue on the ballot and 
still make it clear that it was not 
endorsing the charter revision. 

It was on July 17 that City At- 
torney Russ Schmidt informed the 
council and citizens group that he 
felt the petitions to be defective 

Council members noted last w f eek 
that Schmidt’s analysis of the 
petitions was rendered in plenty of 
time for the group to go out and get 
signatures all over again 

“The city spelled out why (the 
petitions) weren't any good,” Mike 
Brown said “That should have 
been their rallying point, to go out 
and get the signatures on valid 
petitions. It could have been done 
in a week.” 

At this point, even if the attorney 
general rules that the petitions are 
valid, that opinion wouldn’t carry 
the force of law, and the city would 
likely stand by its original decision 
So the case would end up in court. 

There is no indication of when the 
attorney general will release an 
opinion, and as time goes by the 
possibility of having the question on 
the ballot at all grows slimmer and 
slimmer.

Sumpter dump 


remains a hazard

A dumping site in Sumpter 
Township which had its license 
revoked early this year remains a 
potential hazard to anyone wan- 
dering on to the unguarded property. 

The dumping ground lies to the 
east and to the south of the comer of 
Judd and Carleton West roads. 
Three small and one large lot which 
make up the 30-acre parcel are 
owned by Lyle Zilka, according to 
township records. 

The state Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) confirmed Friday 
that it had revoked Zilka’s license 
about March. Ordered stopped was 
Zilka’s accepting liquid waste 
products in 55-gallon steel drums. 

Some 6,000 steel drums now are 
stored above ground on Zilka’s 
property, some of which have no 
tops, exposing highly toxic and 
flammable liquid waste materials. 

Mike Andrews, assistant director 
of the Environmental Health 
Division of the Wayne County Health 
Department, said a firm called 
Environmental Waste Control 
contracts to haul the liquid waste 
material from plants operated by 
the automotive “Big Three”. Zilka, 
in turn, is hired by the large hauling 
firm to haul the steel drums to his 
dumping site, Andrews said. 

A spokesman for the DNR said 
Zilka’s license has been revoked and 
a letter sent last March advising him 
to quit accepting liquid waste 
materials and to make 
arrangements to get rid of the steel 
drums on his property. Neighbors 
told the Enterprise, however, that 
Zilka was still accepting the steel 
drums a week ago. 

The DNR could not tell the En- 
terprise why Zilka’s property was 
not guarded or fenced off to prevent 
persons, especially children, from 
wandering on to the dumping site. 

Larry Elmleaf, a resource 
specialist with the DNR, said 
prohibition of trespassing was up to 
the property owner. He also 
suggested that the state police be 
contacted. He said he was not sure if 
restriction of trespassing on Zilka’s 
property was up to the DNR or not. 

Elmleaf said those liquid 
materials that could not be 
recovered, such as oils and solvents, 
would be burned. 

Andrews said the liquids would be 
disposed of and processed in Detroit 
and possibly at Chemical Recovery 
Systems in Romulus. That firm has 
been implicated in the foul smells 
emanating from Trouton Drain in 
Romulus, possibly from waste 
liquids stared in a lagoon filtering 
through 10 to 15 feet of soil to the 
Trouton Drain, a storm receptacle. 

Andrews and another 
spokesperson for the DNR said the 
steel drums may be sent by Zilka for 
burial in Wayne Disposal, a large 
landfill site in Van Buren Township. 
However, Mike Farrentino, owner of 
the landfill, told the Enterprise he 
had not been contacted by the DNR 
and had no knowledge of the matter. 

The DNR spokesperson said a 
sample evaluation of 100 steel drums

made last February revealed that 10 
percent contained liquids which had 
flash points of 70 degrees Fahrenheit 
or less, meaning they would burn at 
those temperatures. 

Many of the steel drums have 
warning labels advising that liquids 
inside are highly flammable or toxic 
(harmful to the touch or to 
breathing). 

A neighbor, William Czaja. who 
owns 20 acres of land to the south of 
Zilka’s dumping site, claims his 
drinking water is being con- 
taminated by waste products 
dumped on the adjacent land. 

He said complaints to the county 
health department and to the DNR 
were to no avail. Evidently, Czaja is 
still unaware that Zilka's license has 
been revoked. 

He also claimed that he recently 
lost $1,000 worth of seed which was 
washed away from waters flooding 
on to his land because of improperly 
situated ditches on his neighbor’s 
land. 

Czaja also said men hunting 
squirrels on his land “got sick to the 
stomach” from the strong odors 
drifting across from his neighbor’s 
dumping grounds. 

Czaja said his water sometime 
turned purple, which he attributed to 
the chemical reaction of con- 
taminated water from Zilka’s land 
combining with water on his land. 
He is forced to get his drinking water 
from the township hall, he said. 

Andrews explained that until 1977 
no permits or licenses were required 
of persons who operated dumping 
grounds or sites for liquid waste 
materials. 


Four more candidates for public 
office in Romulus have added their 
names to the growing list who are 
pledging to remove their political 
signs and literature within five days 
after either the primary or general 
elections. 

The four are: City Council in- 
cumbent Beverly McAnally, who is 
running for the city treasurer’s job; 
incumbent Fred Junior Block, 
seeking re-election to council; 
Gerald Kubiak, who is seeking the 
city clerk’s office; and Ed Fall, 
running for a city council position. 

All 26 candidates for city offices 
w’ere sent letters several weeks ago 
by Romulus Beautification Com- 
mittee Chairman Betty Kitchens 
asking them to voluntarily remove 
their signs within five days after the 
upcoming elections. 

For purposes of publishing their 
names in the newspaper, they were 
given until Sept. 3, 1979 to comply. 
After that date, those who have not 
returned cards to the committee, 
will be noted in a news story before 
the primary election on Monday. 
Sept. 10. 1979.

Commissioners delay decision on 24-hour work week 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has postponed 
decision on a proposed 24-hour work 
week to allow' discussion on the issue 
between union officials and the 
County Labor Relations Board. 

Sitting as the Ways and Means 
Committee, the commissioners put 
aside the shortened work proposal 
from Board Chairman Richard E. 
Manning to allow talks among the 
Labor Board, the unions and other 
interested parties, according to a 
motion approved by the committee 
and submitted by Commissioner 
Kay L. Beard of Inkster. 

Manning proposed the reduced 
work week, he said, as an alter- 
rative to a complete shut-down of 
county services and layoff of all 
employees sometime before the end 
of the current fiscal year, Nov. 30. 

Some important major decision is 
necessary, said Manning, because 
the county is headed for a potential 
$19.5 million deficit and cannot 
expect rescue quickly enough from 
either state or federal sources. 

The burden is on the Board of 
Commissioners, he stressed. 

“We were not hired to watch the 
Titanic sink, we were hired to man 
the pumps.” 

In his resolution proposing fewer 
working hours to save money. 
Manning noted that it would require 
agreement from the courts, other 
elected county officials “Con- 
stitutionally or statutorily em- 
powered to manage their respective 
jurisdictions” and the unions. 

Also in the resolution. Manning 
pointed out that it would allow 
department heads to schedule work 
throughout the entire week to 
“maintain at least minimal service 
capability (for the public) at all 
times.” 

During the meeting, he explained 
that each department head would 
have liberty to schedule according to 
individual department priorities. In 
some situations, this could mean 
four half days and one full day at 
work, in other instances it could 
mean three full days all together. 

If approved, the proposal would be 
put into effect as soon as possible in 
August and extend through 


November. The idea is calculated to 
save almost $4.5 million, Manning 
said That amount, under the plan, 
along with about $9 5 million ex- 
pected from the state for the sale of 
and reimbursements concerning the 


Walter P Reuther long-term care 
facility, would leave the county with 
need to recover only an approximate 
$5 million in the next fiscal year, 
Manning said. 

Under Manning’s plan, certain

departments would be exempted 
from any shortened work-week 
arrangement. These include the jail 
and Sheriff’s Road Patrol, the 
Juvenile Court and Youth Home and 
the D.J Healy Center; the Countv 
General Hospital, medical 
examiner, Air Pollution Control 
Division of the Health Department. 
Community Mental Health Board 
and the County Federated Library 
System. 

According to Manning, reasons for 
the exemptions recommended are 
because of critical public health and 
safety needs, or because the func- 
tions are financed in a way that 
w'ould otherwise cause the county a 
loss of income. He said that the air 
pollution, mental health and library 
programs are funded with sub- 
stantial federal or state money. 

In a letter to the Board that ac- 
companied the resolution. Manning 
warned that no other state or federal 
assistance would be received this 
fiscal year. He pointed out that: 

— State assumption of probation 
costs is stymied until proposed court 
reorganization is resolved. 

— Even though expected, state 
money regarding the Reuther long- 
term care facility is not feasible 
until the Legislature resumes in 
September. 

— $700,000 due the county under 
the state revenue sharing his been 
withdrawn until the Legislature and 
the Governor reach agreement on 
county reorganization. 

“It is unbelievable that the third 
largest county in the nation must 
consider denying services to its 
citizens because of a failure to come 
together in Lansing,” Manning said. 
“We are told in effect that no help is 
forthcoming — not because of lack of 
need, but because of the form of 
delivery for one-third of the human 
beings in this state.” 

Manning said that he does not 
regard his short week proposal as an 
“absolute panacea cast in stone,” 
but rather as “a tool for opening 
eyes” to a situation that might 
otherwise force the county to close 
for 13 weeks. 


As an alternative, he suggested 
from a separate report that some 
financial obligations could possibly 
be deferred until the next fiscal 
year Among them would be 
payments to the retirement system 
and for cost of living allowances, tax 
distribution to the new jail fund, and 


payments to vendors supplying 
goods and services to the county. 
These deferments would amount to 
$23.7 million, and at the end of the 
fiscal year, leave the county with a 
$2 million cash balance presuming 
that money receipts will be realized 
as expected 


Car maintenance 
rise to 19.4 cents 


The cost of driving for Michigan 
motorists has increased $404 in the 
last year, according to Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

“It now costs state motorists 19.4 
cents per mile to operate their cars, 
or 16 percent more than the 16.7 
cents a mile in 1978,” said Auto Club 
touring manager Joseph Ratke. 
“For the motorist who drives 15,000 
miles annually, operating expenses 
in 1979 will be $2,910 compared to 
$2,506 in 1978.” 

“A major reason for this year’s 
increase costs is that gasoline prices 
have jumped more than 34 cents per 
gallon since January 1978,” he ex- 
plained. “Also contributing to the 
higher operating costs are increased 
prices for new, American-made 
cars, car insurance and finance 
charges.” 

Data on the expenses of owning 
and operating a motor vehicle are 
included in the 1979 edition of the 
AAA pamphlet, “Your Driving 
Costs.” 

Information, which was revised by 
Auto Club to reflect current 
Michigan gasoline prices, is based 
on a 1979 Chevrolet Malibu Classic 4- 
door sedan with an eight-cylinder, 
305 cubic-inch engine, standard 


accessories, automatic tran- 
smission, power steering, power 
disc brakes and radio, driven up to 
15,000 miles per year and financed 
over a 3-year period. 

Insurance was calculated on a 
pleasure use category with the 
vehicle driven less than 10 miles to 
work and with no youthful driver. 

Auto Club noted that for every 10 
cents per gallon increase in gas 
prices, the per mile cost of running 
a car increases by one cent, if the 
car delivers 10 miles per gallon, or 
one-half cent, if the car gets 20 miles 
per gallon. 

The 19.4-cent figure is computed 
on 7.4 cents a mile for variable costs 
(gas, oil and maintenance) and 12 
cents a mile for fixed costs (in- 
surance, depreciation, license fees 
and finance charges). 

The pamphlet also shows that two 
persons going on vacation by 
automobile should plan on spending 
$29 a day for meals (not including 
alcoholic beverages and tips), $34 a 
day for lodging and $5 for gasoline 
and oil for every 100 miles of travel, 
with the car averaging 16 miles per 
gallon.

PEST OF THE WEEK 



FUSARIUM BLIGHT 


Fusarium blight, a lawn disease, is 
becoming more active with increas- 
ing temperatures and decreasing 
rainfall. Look for brown or dead rings 
up to two feet in diameter, with a 
patch of green grass in the center. In 
footed areas may be spotty 
throughout the lawn. 


These symptoms are caused by a 
fungus that attacks the root system 
of the grass. When infected plants 
are subjected to moisture stress dur- 
ing hot, dry weather, they quickly die 
producing the rings. Pure stands of 
Merion, Fylking and Nugget 
biuegrass are most susceptible. 
Baron, Adelphi, Majestic and Galaxy 
bluegrasses are resistant. 


For control, increase irrigation to pre 
vent moisture stress. The fungicide, 
Tersan 1991, may be used. Follow 
label directions.

He is also man on the hill for Westland, Garden City. Wayne County, 14 
Downriver communities including Grosse lie, Wyandotte, and Trenton. And he 
represents Baltimore County, Maryland, the Metropolitan Sanitary District of 
Greater Chicago, the Illinois Department of Transportation and a consortium of 
Wisconsin investor owned electric utilities, among other cities, county and state 
governments. 

Linton is paid by each of those governmental bodies to inform them about 
upcoming federal grants.

He has pledged his allegiance to 
Canton .and to all the other listed 
communities, and more.

Prior to Carroll the township's only means ol communicating with higher-up 
federal officials was through Congressman William Ford's office, and Linton 

Linton is the founder of Linton, Mields, Reisler and Cotton, Ltd. The 50-year- 
old native Detroiter started the consulting-lobby group in 1968. 

In 1977, during former supervisor Robert Greenstein’s administration, Linton 
was hired to assist Canton in obtaining federal grants. He was hired on a con- 
tractual basis for $275 a month. Today he is paid $500, monthly. 

Mike Gorman, Canton’s finance director, assumed the role of quasi- grants 
coordinator from the onset of Linton’s hiring, and continued that role until 
Carroll came on board. 

“I’m a firm believer in Linton,” insisted Gorman. 

He said without Linton the tow nship would he left in the dark, even today with 
its own grants coordinator. 

“Unless you’re in Washington, you don’t have the contacts. He is an insider, 
where Terry (Carroll) is not,’’ Gorman said 

Linton’s role as a lobbyist to an ever-growine list of governments and 
agencies was of concern to Gorman, but of only a minor concern.

'Sunset' bill: Lawmakers argue pros, cons

Close your books, it’s a quiz. Only 
one question, but it’s tricky and 
multiple choice. 

“Sunset” legislation is: U ) A very 
“sexy” issue. (2) Capable of 
“bringing the State of Michignn to a 
halt. ( 3 ) A bill which recently passed 
the Senate, but has been called 
“nothing but a fraud in the Senate.” 
(4) Intended to review existing state 
programs to determine whether 
those programs are necessary or 
waste of taxpayers’ dollars. (5) All 
of the above. 

The answer is all of the above. 
That is, depending on who is 
speaking on the issue. 

If it’s Senate Majority Leader 
William Faust, the proposed 
legislation is potentially 
“dangerous.” 

Faust, a Democrat, represents the 
Westand, Wayne and Canton 
communities, among others in his 
13th District. 

Sunset legislation, according to its 
definition, is proposed to review all 
of the state’s 19 departments, with 
the review' to be done on a periodic 
basis. 

The intent of the review' is to 
eliminate wasteful and outdated 



Faust said he is in favor of 
cleaning up government waste, and 
thus supports the theory of 
legislation. But he is quick to note 
his opposition to a “key” provision 
of the bill. 

“I oppose terminating programs 
automatically What if there isn’t 
time to review the program before 
the termination date Should the 
program just end?” Faust asked 

“They enacted it (sunset 
legislation! in Colorado, and it’s one 
of the most horrible pieces of 
legislation I’ve ever seen,” Faust 
said “They were caught in a mess, 
because they couldn't review the 
programs in time and had they 
adhered to the termination date 
Colorado would have ceased. ” 

“Colorado would have come to an 
end.” 


Common Cause is a nationwide 
citizens lobby and was the principle 
supporter of the sunset legislation’s 
passage in Colorado That was four 
years ago

programs, many of which continue 
on and on because the State 
Legislature has never been required 
to re-evaluate the programs’ 
usefulness. 

That’s where sunset comes into 
play. Such a law puts an automatic 
ending date on a program, unless the 
program is specifically continued by 
the lawmakers after review. 


To that argument, Steve Carter, 
state chairperson of Michigan 
Common Cause, says “political 
rhetoric.” 

“It may sound good, but really it’s 
just a smoke screen Without a 
termination date to sunset, there 
will never be a way to force the 
legislature to review the 
programs,” Carter said, “Ter- 
mination of bad programs is sun- 
set.”

Carter said although there are

Carter said 
“After the last election with three 
tax limitation issues on the ballot, 
the citizen concern is with cutting 
taxes, cutting the waste and getting 
rid of the fat in government. ” 

He referred to the recent bill on 
sunset which passed the Senate as a 
“fraud” 

“They make you think they’re for 
getting rid of the waste But you 
can’t be for the true intent of sunset, 
unless you support a termination 
date. It forces them to take action. 
Carter insisted 

Past voting practices on the issue 
in both the House of Representatives 
and the Senate during the past three 
years has shown a partisan split, 
with more Republicans favoring the 
cleanup government legislation than 
Democrats. 

State Rep Robert Law, 
representing the Livonia and 
Westland communities, is a 
Republican He supports sunset 
legislation, including the provision 
fora termination-date. 

Interestingly enough, so does 
State Rep. Thomas Brow a 
Democrat, who represents Canton

Township. Wayne and Westland 
Brown also favors automatic ter 
mination. 

“1 have to say that without a 
termination date. I hesiitate giving 
my support to the bill.” Brown said 
Admitting to having no certain or 
exact knowledge as to how- many 
programs actually exist within each 
of the 19 state departments. Brown 
said the time has come to flush out 
waste in Michigan government 
Sunset, he said, has the 
capabilities to do just that and at all 
levels where state programs reach 
“I don't honestly know how many 
programs we have, but I do knov. 
there are thousands,” Brown said, 
addmg that he is curious to find out 
ex ctlv how many programs exist 
a i 1 if their usefulness has run out 


‘And I think the people would like *t, 
to know if they’re getting a dollar’^ \ 
worth of service for a dollar paid,” 
Brown said £ 

Likely lobbyist groups opposing 
sunset legislation would be industry, 
union groups, school officials, social 
services or persons w ho stand to lose 
a program. Brow n reasoned. 

“There has been opposition, but I 
personally think this is needed to 
keep everyone on the ball,” he said. 

Faust disagrees 

It is Faust s belief that programs 
which have run their course of 
usefulness will, in time, fade from 
the funding scene. 

“Like the program for Spanish 
American War Veterans. In about 
eight years there probably will only 
be two (veterans) left in the state, - 
and the program will terminate 
itself.” Faust explained. 

That theory, however, was refuted 
by Rep Law. *i. 

Law said since he was elected to 
office three years ago. he can recall V 
debating the merits of sunset 
legislation, and still today is urging •.* 
the bill be given termination “teeth.’ 

“Let’s face it. as long as the funds 
keep coming and no questions asked, 
the programs will continue,” Law 
said “there has to be a cut-of date 
for programs, or it won’t be worth 
anything.” 

Even with the Colorado victory, it 
has taken about three years for the 
“belt tightening” issue to be taken * • 
off the back burner, and given top 
priority, Law noted Sunset, being 
shoved from burner to burner over 
the years, is major irritant to Law, 
who scoffs at the prospect of the bill 
being lost toa filabuster

customers are not 
res p onsible for 
unauthorized bank 
transactions unless the 
bank can prove that the 
customer was negligent 
with the teller card or 
number. 

The act states that 
customer negligence 
includes writing the 
secret number down 
where others can learn 
it, or passing it on to a 
friend or relative. 


Customers using 
electronic teller 
machines— the new 
bank and business 
convenience that allows 
you to complete tran- 
sactions without wait- 
ing in line to see a 
teller— are covered by 
Michigan and federal 
laws. 

Because electronic 
tellers don’t recognize 
faces, or double check 
signatures or iden- 
tification, the machines 
can make it easy for 
strangers to withdraw 
money from customers’ 
accounts. It takes only 
the plastic “credit” 
card and knowledge of 
the secret number the 
bank assigns each 
customer to get money 
out of the bank. 

The Michigan 
legislature recently 
passed the Electronic 
Funds Transfer Act 
which provides that 


Jf an unauthorized 
withdrawal or tran- 
saction appears on the 
monthly bank 
statement, the customer 
should notify the bank of 
it at once. After that 
notification, the 
customer cannot be held 
responsible for any 
more unauthorized 
transactions. 


be defective after its 
purchase. 

The Electronic Funds 
Transfer Act ad- 
dresses that problem It 
provides that customers 
can return the defective 
merchandise within 
four days, providing 
that the amount of the 
transaction is over $50. 
It does not apply to 
transactions under $50. 
A written request also 
should be made to the 
bank within 14 days 
after an oral request has 
been made to reverse 
the transaction. 

To avoid problems or 
unauthorized uses, 
examine the monthly 
statements carefully. 


Any error must be 
reported within 60 days 
and banks are required 
to investigate the error 
within 10 days of 
receiving the report.

Michigan's museums tell a story 
that spans the state s mining, 
lumbering and Great l^akes shipping 
eras and reaches back to the days of 
the Indians and the missionary- 
explorers 

They also spotlight some of the 
world s finest artwork, salute in- 
ternationally famous skiers, pay 


tribute to the state’s auto and furn- 
iture industries and explore the 
world of science 

Alpena’s Jesse Besser Museum of 
.Art, Science and History boasts one 
of the Midwest’s finest artifact 
collections on early man in the Great 
Lakes 

At Harbor Springs, the museum 


named for Ottawa Chief Andrew J 
Blackbird is housed in the century- 
old dwelling he used while acting as 
postmaster for the early settlers and 
traders On exhibit are birch bark 
canoes, quill baskets. Wampum, 
paintings, maps and household 
implements. 

Indian relics also are displayed at

IRS audit: There are 

recourses in disputes 


Probably fewer things cause more 
discomfort than the prospect of an 
Internal Revenue Service 
examination of your tax return, and 
one of the most unsettling ap- 
prehensions is that the IRS holds all 
the cards; that you can only agree 
with the findings, or make an 
ineffectual protest. 

Of course, if your examination 
ends with no change or a refund to 
you, you’ll probably think no more of 
it. But what if the IRS examiner 
proposes additional tax due, and you 
disagree? Writing the check is not 
your only alternative; you have the 
right to appeal the examiner’s 
finding within IRS and even through 
the federal courts, or both. 

v . *>- ^ 

Suppose your examination takes 
place in an IRS office. You may be 
able to settle the disagreement 
irtimediately by explaining your 
position to the examiner’s super- 
visor. That’s your right. But if you 
and the IRS still can’t agree, you 
have the choice of continuing your 
appeal through the IRS and, if 
needed, the federal courts, or you 
can go directly to the courts. Most 
taxpayers use the IRS system first. 

Starting an appeal is not difficult. 
When you and the IRS disagree, the 
IRS will mail you a copy of the 
examination report explaining the 
proposed adjustments in your tax, 
and include a letter telling you of 


your right to appeal within 30 days. 
An agreement form and a copy of 
IRS Publication 5. “Appeal Rights 
and Preparation of Protests for 
Unagreed Cases” also will be 
provided. Follow' the instructions in 
the letter. 


IRS instituted 
a new 

appeals system 
in 1978. ... 


If a written protest is required 
(not necessary if the amount in 
dispute does not exceed $2,500 or if 
the examination is conducted as part 
of the Individual Office Examination 
program or by correspondence ) , you 
must make it within the 30-day 
period granted in the letter. And 
remember that you may, at any 
time, decide to agree with the 
examiner’s findings by signing the 
waitfef form provided. 

If you have decided to use the IRS 
appeals system, an Appeals Officer 
in your particular IRS region will 
arrange a conference with you at a 


convenient time and place. Con- 
ferences are conducted on an in- 
formal basis, but you or your 
representative should be prepared 
to discuss all disputed issues and 
present your views. Coming 
prepared will save the time and 
expense of more meetings. Chances 
are that you and the IRS will be able 
to reach an agreement here. 

The IRS instituted a new appeals 
system in 1978 in which all taxpayers 
disputing a tax question would have 
a single administrative hearing 
before an appeals officer, who acts 
independently of the district office. 

The hearing officer now has full 
authority to settle a case regardless 
of the dollar amount involved, 
taking into account such elements as 
the hazards of litigation. One of the 
benefits the IRS forsees from the 
new' procedure is a greater degree of 
uniformity in decisions 

But what happens if the IRS ap- 
peals system does not work out? 
Your next step is the federal courts. 

You have the choice of taking your 
appeal to the U S. Tax Court, the 
U.S. Court of Claims or a U.S. 
District Court. If you don’t want to 
pay the tax before going to court use 
the Tax Court, since it hears only 
cases where taxes have not been 
assessed. Once you decide to go to 
Tax Court and you’ve received your

made millions in fur trading in the 
19th century Other big attractions 
include a collection of 300 antique 
dolls and exhibits devoted to mining, 
the railroad and the Great Lakes 
Other fine museums in the Upper 
Peninsula include the one at Lake 
Unden. which is housed in an old 
Calumet & Hecla mining office 
building It features relics. from the 
days when copper was king. 

Ishpeming, a prime winter sports 
area, hosts both the National Ski 
Museum and the National Ski Hall of 
Fame 

French missionary-explorer 
Father Jacques Marquette is 
honored by museums at St. Ignace 
and Sault Ste. Marie Marquette 
founded a mission in St. Ignace in 
1671 and a museum has been 
established there in 135-year-old 
Mission Church near the site of his 
Marquette Park grave. 

Marquette is among those honored 
by the Shrine of the Missionaries at 
Sault Ste Marie. Visitors are invited 
to tour a “Mission of Man’’ religious 
exhibit at the base of the tower or 
ride an elevator 174 feet up to an 
observation deck for a panoramic 
view of the Soo Locks and the 
American and Canadian Soos. 

The days of sailing vessels are 
recalled at the Museum of the Great 
Lakes at Bay County Historical 
Museum in Bay City and at the 
Dossin Great Lakes Museum on 
Detroit’s Belle Isle Shipboard 
relics, navigational equipment, 
marine paintings and scale-model 
ships are among the attractions. 

A different type of power is on 
diplay at Dearborn’s Henry Ford 
Museum, Flint's Alfred P. Sloan Jr. 
Museum and the Gilmore Car 
Museum at Hickory Corners, about 
20 miles northwest of Kalamazoo 
Some 200 antique cars are on view 
at the Henry Ford Museum, along 
with letters, documents, pictures 
and gifts depicting the auto 
pioneer’s life, first car, first engine 
and Unremarkable Model T. 

There are more than 60 cars and 
carriages at the Sloan Museum, 
named Tor the late president and 
board chairman of General Motors 
Corp The Gilmore Museum’s 
collection numbers more than 50, 


with the majority over 50 years old 
It is open Sundays only during 
summer. 

Collections of guns and uniforms 
are on display at Detroit’s Fort 
Wayne Military Museum and at the 
State Historical Museum in Lansing. 
The fort was built in the 1840s and 
visitors are able to tour the 
harracks, powder magazine and 
tunnel. 

Some of the world’s finest art is 
found in the art institutes at Detroit, 
Flint and Grand Rapids. Among the 
Detroit Institute of Arts’ most 
notable exhibits are collections of 
African art, 17th century Dutch and 
Flemish paintings and armor 

The Flint Institute of Arts features 
Renaissance art, tapestries and 
furniture plus antique French 
paperweights and Oriental art 
Grand Rapids’ fine art collection is 
housed in a building erected in 1844. 

Grand Rapids also has a Public 
Museum and Planetarium with 
displays devoted to Michigan 
wildlife, plants and archeology plus 
a special section on furniture in 
tribute to the city’s fame as Furn- 
iture City. 

Michigan’s wildlife is highlighted 
at the cave-like Call of the Wild 


Museum at Gaylord Exhibits on 
animals, birds, insects and all 
manner of things of interest to 
youngsters can be found at the 
Children s Museum in Detroit and at 
Cranbrook Institute in Bloomfield 
Hills 

Holland. Dutch capital of the 
United States, is the site of the 
Netherlands Museum, a collection of 
memorabilia from both the Old and 
New World Dutch heritage 

A different part of the world is 
represented at Marshall’s Honolulu 
House, which is a duplicate in 
miniature of the Hawaiian home of a 
chief justice of the Michigan 
Supreme Court who had served as 
U.S. consul to Hawaii. 

The stagecoach days are recalled 
with a visit to Historic Walker 
Tavern at Cambridge Junction in 
the Irish Hills It was an important 
stop on the old Detroit-to-Chicago 
stagecoach line 

Huron City was a major logging 
community in the 1850s but forest 
fires and heavy logging ended the 
area’s lumbering business and it 
soon became a ghost town. Seven of 
the original buildings have been 
restored, and there is a museum 
open to the public in summer.

The "grand old lady" just 
celebrated her 40th birthday and she 
looks better than ever. 

A large number of Inkster people 
— the prominent and not-so- 
prominent — rubbed elbows in the 
joyous celebration. 

Honored was Spreading Oak Old 
Time Religion Tabernacle on Helen 
Street in Inkster which was the 
center of attention at special church 
services Aug. 5. The splendid church 

began in a canvas tent in the sum- 
mer of 1939 on the corner of Cherry 
Hill Road and Helen Street. 

With the passing of years, the 
generosity of God’s people has built 
a lasting tabernacle to worship their 
Saviour. 


The house of God was filled to 
overflowing for the 40th anniversary 
as Pastor Larry Dahlberg read a 
brief history of the church. Praise 
was offered for God’s blessings 
during the service and food and 
fellowship followed in the fellowship 
hall. 

The church began in the summer 
of 1939 when a group of workers 
from Ball Road Old Time Religion 
Tabernacle came and pitched an 18- 
by 20-foot tent. The tent, which cost 
only $20, developed into a tabernacle 
for God’s people to dwell in. 


The first meeting was held on the 
first Sunday afternon in August of 
that year with approximately 30 
people attending Special meetings 
were held and Mrs Ward Nixon, the 
mother of recently retired Inkster 
Fire Chief Jack Nixon, was the first 
convert 

Mrs. Nixon asked that Rev. and 
Sister Kalbes be sent over to the 
neighborhood to hold Sunday 
Evening services. 

In early fall of 1939, Frank 
Steinhauer donated a quarter acre 
of ground in memory of his wife. In 
later years the remaining three- 
quarters of an acre was purchased 
where the tabernacle now sits 

A 24- by 34-foot building was built 
by the men of the church and Rev. 
Charles Denniston preached his first 
sermon for the new congregation 
Tlie church held only evening ser- 
vices until Mother’s Day of 1940 
when it began regular morning 
worship services 

Instrumental in the building of the 
first building were Edna and Ilene 
Vogan who went through the neigh- 
borhood for donations and to Mr 
Fellrath, owner of a local lumber 
company, who extended material on 
credit. 

In 1951 the men of the church, with 
the indispensable help of the women, 
began the larger auditorium that 
worshipers used for the 40th an- 
niversary. The first service was held 
in the present auditorium on Good 
Friday of 1952 and the fellowship 
hall was added sometime later. 


Rev. Bert Kidd, a former “neigh- 
borhood kid” who was saved at the 
church, was the featured speaker for 
the anniversary service. He is a 
graduate of God s Bible School in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, Spring Arbor 
College in Ann Arbor and Asbury 
Seminary in Kentucky. 

The closely-knit congregation has 
had only two pastors in 40 years. 
Rev. Dahlberg, a local neighborhood 
boy who grew up in the area, is the 
present pastor. Mr. Dahlberg 
succeeded Rev. Adam Kalbes, who 
labored for many years in God’s 
vineyard as pastor of the tabernacle. 

“There is not time to tell the many 
ways the Lord has led and helped us 
down through the years. Praise His 
Dear Name!” Rev. Dahlberg said. 

“Brother Kalbes and myself wish 
to take this opportunity to thank the 
Lord for the privilege that has been 
ours to be workers together with 
Him’ in this community. To thank 
the precious ones who have stood so 
steadfast and faithful down through 
the years in the good times and the 
hard places." 

Mr. Dahlberg told the audience 
that the things that were ac- 
complished were for the glory of God 
and were achieved “because you 
were steadfast and faithful.”

Consumer Comment 


Read before you sign

Ms. D. called the Consumers Council Guideline in 
a state of confusion. Before she could purchase her 
new furniture on time, she had been confronted with 
pages of legalese which made up the contract. 
Before she signed, she wanted to know what to look 
out for to avoid trouble later. 

As the consumer counselor explained, it’s best to 
ask these types of questions before any kind of legal 
document is signed. Whether it's a lease, mortgage, 
sales contract or credit card agreement, all may be 
equally confusing. 

Before you sign any contract, remember some 
basic things which may be overlooked by an anxious 
salesperson and a willing buyer. 

Don’t sign any contract which contains blank 
spaces. This prevents someone from filling in an 
amount or clause which may not be fair to you. 

Be sure to check the carbon copies of the contract 
to make sure they are the same all the way through 

Most importantly, don’t sign a contract you do not 
fully understand. Read the contract very carefully ; 
don’t take the salesperson’s word about what it 
says. If parts of the contract are disagreeable to 
you, tell the salesperson— some businesses will 
make adjustments. 

One of the most common contracts is the retail 
installment contract. This is signed when you 
purchase an item and plan to pay for it over a period 
of time The Retail Installment Sales Act of 1966 


lists 13 requirements for such contracts to protect 
your interests. Make sure the following items are 
included: Name and place of business; Your name 
andaddress; cash price of goods or services; 
amount of the downpayment; the amount due in 
finance charges and interest; and the complete cost 
of the purchase, including extra charges. 

The cost of buying on an installment contract may 
be high, so check to see if credit could be obtained 
cheaper elsewhere. Once you have signed a con- 
tract, be sure you receive a copy of the contract. 

Creditors use different methods of computing 
interest, so you should shop carefully for that, too. If 
you think there’s a chance the loan or contract may 
be paid off early, you may be better off with a 
simple interest loan. This type of arrangement 
charges interest only on the unpaid balance. 

Another type of contract which often leaves 
consumers bewildered is the door-to-door sales 
contract which is signed in the home. In these cases, 
you’re protected by the Michigan Home Solicitation 
Act which requires a 3-day cooling-off period for 
sales of more than $25. This means you have three 
days to think over your purchase. 

If you decide you don’t want the item, simply 
cancel the contract by writing the company. Keep in 
mind the name and address of the company must 
appear on the contract— if it doesn’t, the contract 
isn’t binding. When you cancel, you’re entitled to a 
refund of any money already paid.

Legislators 'tackle' 
Headlee amendment 


Bills approved by the State 
Legislature before its summer 
recess gradually are .being signed 
into law, according to one 
lawmaker. 

State Rep. Edward Mahalak (D- 
38th District), said that several of 
new public acts relate to local 
government, with the most im- 
portant measure guaranteeing the 
same level of state support for local 
government 

The new law implements a 
provision of the tax limitation 
amendment, approved by voters in 
last November s general election, 
the Romulus Democrat explained, 
adding that the provision requires 
that the share of total state spending 
paid to local units of government, 
taken as a group, not be reduced 
below what was paid in the 1978-1979 
fiscal year. 

“Because the amendment also 
says the legislature must implement 
its provisions, it was necessary to 
enact a law containing provisions for 
determining the proportion of state 
aid to local governments, ensuring 
that the payments are made and 
defining the terms of the amend- 
ment.” Mahalak said. 

The law covers school districts, 
intermediate school districts, 
community colleges, cities, coun- 
ties. townships, villages and local 
government authorities and political 
subdivisions. 

Mahalak added that state spen- 
ding does not include federal funds 
used by the state for local govern- 
ment. 

The legislation requires the 


Department of Management and 
Budget to make the calculation of 
the percentage of the state budget 
that goes to local government, based 
on the 1978-79 fiscal year, and 
requires appropriations bills, ap- 
proved by the legislature, to include 
an itemized statement of state 
spending to local units. 

Mahalak said the legislation also 
creates a local government payment 
fund into which the legislature can 
appropriate money, if it appeared 
additional funds would be necessary 
to meet required spending levels to 
local government, but for which 
specific spending programs were 
not approved. 

The law' takes effect Dec. 31, with 
the legislature intending to ask the 
State Supreme Court, in the 
meantime, to issue an advisory 
opinion on a section of the amend- 
ment, which states that the new 
programs assumed by the state 
from local government would still be 
counted as local program spending, 
Mahalak said. 

“It is estimated that the share of 
total state spending that goes to 
local units of government is just 
over 40 percent of the budget," 
Mahalak added. “Thus, of every 
dollar (not counting federal money) 
the state spends in the future, at 
least 40 cents will Have to be paid to 
local government. 

“This does not mean that each 
local government’s share of state 
spending will remain at that level.” 

Mahalak went on to say that a

Tomorrow, today 

Two-weeks-ago, Westland Mayor Thomas Taylor announced a 
bold and imaginative plan for harnessing technology to benefit the 
citizens of his community. 

That plan, a four-phase program beginning with Home Cer- 
tification, a Municipal Non-profit Cable Television Authority, the 
Remote Reading of Utility Meters while providing Emergency 
Medical, Fire and Police protection, and the creation of a Non- 
profit Community Self-insurance program, will thrust Westland 
into the spotlight of progressive government. 

This complex vehicle Mayor Taylor has chosen to ride into the 
eighties, if all goes according to plan, will provide Westland 
residents with vastly improved police, fire and medical services. In 
addition, the mayor envisions reduced city taxes, reduced in- 
surance rates, the elimination of insurance redlining, and cost 
efficient utility service, as the direct result of the full im- 
plementation of the 10-year program. 

According to Taylor, the harnessing of new technology to better 
serve the community, will provide all these things and more. And 
the application of imagination only further expands the list of 
) possibilities.* 

While we must concede that the mayor’s plan much resembles 
. the long-sought political pie-in-the-sky, a close look at the proposal 
supports the mayor’s startling predictions. And we are impressed. 

Perhaps few events so graphically demonstrate the fact that 
• necessity is indeed the father of innovation. For while most elected 
officials were gnashing their teeth over an impending tax revolt, a 
revolt which promised to severely limit tax monies for new 
projects, Mayor Taylor was working on answers. 

And the answer he arrived at is both remarkable and visionary. 

Rather than complain about new legislation which limited his 
ability to create new programs, he went to work and developed not 
only a plan that will ultimately benefit every resident of the 
community, but a plan that will actually generate new money. 

Remarkable indeed in this era of ‘cost is no object government.’ 

At the heart of the Taylor plan is a Municipal Cable Television 
Authority. 

That Authority will oversee the construction and operation of one 
. of the first municipal cable television operations in the country to 
fully implement existing technology to solve many problems which 
remained until now unsolvable. 

Not only will the citizens of Westland be provided with an op- 
portunity to tie into a cable system providing a broad range of 
entertainment, but the cable system will transmit as well as 
receive, 

And it is this two-way capability of cable television that has 
unlocked {he doors to the future. 

By adapting the system to new utility meters designed to feed the 
cable ana central computer, the city will be able to remotely read 
all utility meters thereby saving the costs associated with the 
•conventional method of walking the neighborhoods. 

Savings will be passed directly on to the residents. 

The income derived from the operation of the Cable Television 
operation which will provide entertainment, will be used to 
eventually fully fund the operation of the city’s police and fire 
departments. 

Surveys indicate that these systems produce hefty profits which 
will make this goal possible. 

By fully covering the community with almost instant police and 
fire protection, the insurance risk factor in Westland will be 
reduced allowing the community to self-insure itself for normal 
homeowners losses. 

. This self-insurance will ultimately provide any Westland resident 
with the opportunity of buying his policy directly from the city and 
saying nearly 50 percent of that policy’s cost. 

The funding of the fire and police departments from the profits of 
the cable system will considerably reduce city taxes while at the 
same time, improve those services, and according to Taylor, will 
make Westlana the safest city in the nation. 

There is little doubt that Taylor’s Westland plan to master 
technology will bring with it, a new era in municipal government. 

For residents of Westland, the future is now. 

For others, the example set by the Westland mayor should be 
used to encourage still further exploration of new concepts for 
improving municipal government.

Budget of 


79-80 reviewed

The church may offer unconventional solution 


This column continues a review of the State 
budget recently approved by the Legislature for 
fiscal 1979-80. 

The Legislature, and particularly those of us 
on Appropriation Committees, made every 
effort to hold down the budget due to gloomy 
economic forecasts and the impact of the tax 
limitation amendment approved by voters last 
November. 

The budget also reflected excellent 
cooperation between the Legislature and the 
Executive Office. The dollar figure for the 
budget adopted by the Legislature was very 
close to the Govenor’s recommendations 

One of the major appropriations is for the 
Department of Mental Health. The budget was 
trimmed by the conference committee which 
worked out House and Senate differences in the 
bill. 

The final version came to $567 5 million, in- 
cluding $495 in State funds. 

The largest adjustments were $9.7 million for 
staffing needs, $3.5 million for community 
mental health expansion and $3 million more for 
developmental disabilities facilities. A total of 
$6.4 million was removed from the bill due to 
availability of social services money. 

The budget for community programs was set 
at $166 million, institutions for the adult mentally 
ill at $153 million, institutions for mentally ill 
children at $27 million, special facilities for the 
mentally ill at $20.3 million, and institutions for 
the developmental^ disabled at $164 million. 

Total 1979-80 funding for the Department of 
Public Health was fixed at $199 million, about 
half of it from the State general fund. Although 
the conference committee increased funding for 
dental care programs, it reduced spending in a 
number of other areas. 

There were also conference committee cuts in 
the budget for the Deparment of Corrections, 
which in its final form came to $176 million in 
general funds. With the addition of federal and 
other funds, the total corrections budget reached 
$178 million. 

The combined budget bill for the Departments 
of State Police and Military Affairs was finalized 
at $140 million, including $188.5 from the general 
fund. 


The State Police portion of the bill totals $129 
million, with $111.5 of that amount from the 
rt ~neral fund. The largest single change the 
iference committee made in the bill was an 
ncrease of approximately $2 million for the 
Disaster contingency fund. Funds were also 
added for expressway patrols and for 24-hour 
patrols. 

The final budget made no recommendation on 
salary increases for State Police troopers and 
sergeants, who won the right to collective 


bargaining in last November’s election. The 
Legislature left the question of salary increases 
to the bargaining table. 

The Military Affairs portion totals $11.5 
million, with $7 million of it from the general 
fund 

The Legislature has a commitment to fund 
school employees retirement. That budget for 
the new fiscal year totals $453 million, almost all 
of it coming out of the general fund. Extra funds 
were added to pay increases in the cost of health 
care insurance Without the increased ap- 
propriations. retirees would have had to pay the 
increased insurance rates. 

Although the impact of inflation affected most 
budget bills, the one for the Department of 
Agriculture was set at nine percent less than the 
current year It totals $36 million. The budget 
was trimmed despite increased funding for 
agricultural research. 

The appropriation for the Department of 
Natural Resources was set at $128 million, with 
$49 million of it coming from the general fund. 
Although the conference committee made some 
major cuts in the budget, it did add money for an 
expanded waterways access site proram. 

The general government budget, which covers 
expenses for the Executive, Legislative and 
Judicial Branches and various state depart- 
ments, totals $355 million, of which $213 million 
comes from the general fund. 


The overall general government budget in- 
cludes $104 million for the Department of 
Management and Budget, $74 million for the 
Department of State. $45 million for the 
Legislature and $44 million for the judiciary. 
About half the Management and Budget ap- 
propriation comes from the general fund Only 
$10 million of the State Department budget is 
from the general fund. 

The appropriation for the judiciary includes 
funds to bring circuit court judges’ salaries 
closer to uniform levels and increased state 
support for Wayne County Courts. How r ever, the 
largest increase is to implement the first steps of 
the projected state takeover of financing all 
courts in Michigan. 

The budget bill for the State’s regulatory 
agencies— Commerce, Labor and Licensing and 
Regulation— totals $285 million, but requires 
only $71 million from the gneral fund. 

The Commerce Department budget comes to 
$87 million, which includes money added by the 
conference committee for motor carrier safety 
inspection The Labor Department was ap- 
propriated $189 million, of which just $28 million 
comes from general funds The Department of 
Licensing and Regulation budget totals $8 4 
million. t 

Funding for automated data processing for the 
State was set at a total of $70 million, including 
$38.5 million from the general fund.

Changes in one’s lifestyle are not always 
the easiest things to accept Some of us 
accept change easier than others, but not 
all of us can accept all forms of change all 
of the time. 

The first day of school is one example of 
change that is easier for some people to 
swallow than others. 

Depending on the individual the first day 
of school can bring on an anxiety attack 
weeks before that first day of school 
arrives and sometimes lasting weeks 
after.

Teachers for one have been known to go 
into deep depression as August is about to 
turn into September Who can blame 
them?

“I love teaching and 
would never want to do anything else, 
besides I am always fine after the first day 
of school.” “All I have to do is look each 
one of my pupils square in the eyes ; once I 
know and can see for myself exactly what 
I’ll be up against for the year I’m fine.” 


Parents have also been known to greet 
tiie new school year feeling pangs of 
anguish. I for one can speak from ex- 
perience. 

^ few vears ago as my daughters first 
day of Kindergarten was fast approaching 
I found I was worrying myself to a frazzle. 

The idea of having to send my baby off 
everyday for one whole afternoon five 
davs a week to be cared and looked after 
by someoe l didn’t even know was beyond 
comprehension. 

Naturally I didn’t want to instill these 
fears in my daughter so weeks before 
school was to begin I started informing her 
about how she was going to love "Big Kid 
School." Her teacher (whatever her name 
was) wouid be wonderful teaching her all 
kinds of new and exciting things. The new 
children sjie would meet would become 
great friends. Plus she would learn how to 
read! 

Because of my fears, I kept diilling all 
tills garbage into my daughter’s head, all 
she cared about w>as being able to finally 
ride the big yellow bus. I should have left it 
at that but NOOOOOO. By the time I got 
through with her. my daughter who up 
until that moment had never experienced 
an anxious moment in her life developed 
the nervous habit of twitching her nose and 
blinking her eyes. 

Of course 1 then realized that I had 
actually been throwing all my fears and 
phobias onto her. It wasn’t until then that I 
was able to take stock of the situation and 
see that the worst things that could happen 
to my daughter were nothing compared to 


the great things that she would experience 
tjy walking into that school. It didn’t help, I 
was still a slave to my fears. 


In spite of her mother’s failings my 
daughter boarded her yellow bus that first 
day of school. While she was grinning, 
waving, twitching her nose and blinking 
tier eyes I was standing on the comer 
trying to focus my camera through tear 
filled eyes Her twitching stopped about 
the same time that my fears dissolved; a 
few days into the new term. To think of all 
that wasted energy spent worrying for 
nothing. 

Children can also feel rather anxious 
about that first day of school no matter 
what the age or what kind of assistance 
they are receiving from their parents 
concerning this change.

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MAC backs county 


The Michigan Association of 
Counties (MAC) has thrown its 
support behind Wayne County with a 
resolution to Gov. William Milliken 
and the majority and minority 
leaders of the House and Senate, 
deploring the Governor s veto of 
funds that could have helped the 
state’s largest county through its 
current fiscal crisis. 

In an unprecedented action, the 
MAC Board of Directors, in addition 
to the resolution, also has urgently 
requested the Governor to meet 
personally with the special MAC 
Crisis Commit 4 cr a committee of 
legislators and Wayne County 
representatives "in an effort to 
resolve this crucial fiscal problem 
affecting more than one-third of the 
state’s population." 

The resolution specifically said: 
“Michigan Association of Counties 
deplore Governor Milliken’s un- 
warranted veto of Senate Bill 167 
which would have allowed the state 
to assume the county’s court 
probation services and provide 
funds to support Wayne County’s 
Circuit Court through the end of this 
fiscal year " 


Copies were forwarded to the 
Governor and also to Bobby D 
Crim, Speaker of the House; 
William Bryant, Minority Leader of 
the House; William Faust, Majority 
Leader of the Senate; and Robert 
Vanderlaan, Minority Leader of the 
Senate. 

According to Raymond Kuhn, 
MAC director of federal affairs, the 
special Crisis Committee will be 
composed of MAC Board of Director 
members, MAC president Thomas 
Cooper from Newaygo and Wayne 
County representative which 
probably will include Chairman 
Richard E Manning and Com- 
missioner Alex Filch, chairman of 
the MAC Legislative Committee. 

Manning said he was tired of 
talking to Milliken’s "underlings" 
and would only talk face to face with 
the Governor when the latter 
decides to start talking facts instead 
of politics. 

Kuhn said^ the resolution had been 
delivered to Milliken. "but,” he 
added, "we don’t always get a fast 
response from his office." 

"It appears," Kuhn continued. 


“that Wayne County is caught 
between the rock and the hard place 
Milliken is trying to force the county 
to reorganize by amending Public 
Acts 319 which would eliminate 
several elected officials The 
legislators aren’t likely to vote for 
anything that will eliminate county 
offices, and the Governor isn’t likely 
to give up trying to force the issue by 
withholding funds for Wayne 
County. 

"You’d think that the legislators 
would jump at the chance to get off 
the hook by overriding Milliken’s 
veto, but we haven’t had a chance to 
count noses since they’re all out on 
summer recess." 

Pilch stressed the importance of 
speaking directly with Milliken and 
not with his office staff 

"Unfortunately," he said, "it will 
be the people that will suffer, not the 
officials, and the people of this 
county should know who’s respon- 
sible for this situation, after all, they 
did support him at the polls. 

"We’ve done everything the 
Governor has asked for in seeking 
reorganization, but we don’t have 
control over his legislators."

PROVIDING FOR COLLECTION OF COSTS IN CONNECTION WITH THE 
CUTTING OF WEEDS; AND PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION 
THEREOF \ 

THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS. 

Section 1. That Ordinance 63-83 "CITY OF BELLEVILLE WEED OR- 
DINANCE" be and the same is hereby amended by amending Sections 2.4, 
3 Land 4.4 which amended sections shall read as follows: 

Section 2.4 LOT OR PARCEL OF LAND The term lot or parcel of land 
shall mean any subdivision, lot or portion thereof as officially platted or any 
unplatted parcel of land along all streets and common usage in the City for a 
depth of ten ( 10) rods 

Section 3 1 UNLAWFUL TO PERMIT NOXIOUS WEEDS It shall he 
unlawful for the owner, occupant or person having charge of any subdivided 
land in the City in any subdivision in which buildings have been erected on 
sixty (60%) percent of the lots included in that subdivision or of lots or 
parcels of land in the City along all streets and common usage for a depth of 
ten ( 10) rods or the depth of the lots, whichever is the lesser to permit or 
allow noxious weeds to grow thereon or permit any noxious weeds to ripen or 
reach seed-bearing stage 

Section 4 4 COST TO BE CHARGED TO OWNER The costs incurred in 
connection with the cutting or destroying of noxious weeds plus $25 00 to 
cover administrative costs and contingent expenses shall be charged against 
the ow ner or occupant of said premises and against the property itself 

Section 2 This Ordinance shall become effective November 1. 1979

'High exposure'

'High Exposure Camp’ sounded like something one could be 
arrested for. 

It isn’t. In fact, of the more than 114 letters-of-invitation mailed to 
high school basketball players more than 100 responded and at- 
tended the week-long camp. 

Romulus’ Dave Casey received one of those letters and so did his 
coach, Ron Hanna. Both traveled to Spring Arbor Community 
College to take part in what Hanna quickly points out was, "a 
tremendous experience for all of us.” 

What ‘High Exposure Camp’ is, in reality, an opportunity for the 
top cagers in the state to play against, train, and inter-relate with 
their peers around the state. And while they are doing their thing, 
some of the finest coaches in the country, men like MSU’s Jud 
Heathcote, Toledo University’s Bob Nichols, Grand Valley’s Tom 
Villemure, Albion College’s Mike Turner and others discuss some 
of the finer points of the game. 

"It gives young basketball players ‘high exposure’ to the top 
college and university coaches in the country,” Hanna continued. 
"And I don’t have to tell anyone in the news media how important 
that is for an athlete.” 

The camp is the brainstorm of Matt Hart, who runs a news ser- 
vice that publishes the ins-and-outs on prep cagers, the important 
agate that mo6t of the readers don’t see but coaches thrive on — 
and direly need for their recruiting. 

Hart teamed up with a scribe from The Free Press, Nick Mc- 
Cabe, to put on the star-studded show. Some of the high school 
coaches on hand to help with the week-long camp included Hanna, 
Mt. Clemens* A1 Snyder, Taylor Center’s Jim Ryan, Jim Hess, of 
Gabriel Richard in Ann Arbor and others like Charles Coles, and 
Ray Lovwers. 

A typical day in the life of a high school eager at the camp went 
something like this: at 7:30 a.m., wake-up call, 8 a m., breakfast, 9 
a.m., roll call in gym, and 9:05 a.m. mini-lecture on team defense 
and practice, at 10 a.m. league games and 11 a.m. Pro Keds 
shooting demonstration, noon — lunch and 1:05 p.m., Coach Jud 
Heathcote, who analyzed his MSU national championship team; 
2:15 p.m., league games and at 3:15 p.m., one-on-one competition. 
In the evening the cagers could either use the swimming pool or 
relax. 

This went on for five days, and obviously the guest speaker would 
change each day. 

Casey, who is 6-4 and whom Coach Hanna will probably build his 
team around this season, impressed a score of college scouts who 
buzzed in and out of Spring Arbor Community College’s facilities 
during the week . And some of the reasons why he was impressive — 
he scored 220 points, second best among the 100 cagers there. He 
also was the 10th best rebounder in the lot and his moves have 
greatly improved. He was named as one of the top 10 players at the 
camp. 

"I had coaches from all over the country come up and ask about 
Dave,” Hanna said. “He played in 14 games and he really looked 
good.” 

With all that talent packed in one gym, who was responsible for 
whom? 

"That’s a good question,” mused the Eagle coach. "Do you know 
I got my first taste of drafting players. I know now how the big time 
coaches feel... hey, it wasn’t easy. What we did was let the kids 
scrimmage and during that time we were allowed to draft. We had 
to trust our own intuitiveness — and, believe me, that’s not easy.” 

How did Hanna do in the draft? 

Well, his team wound up second best, losing the championship 56- 
50. 

When you get three kids together, you're bound to have some 
problems — what happens when you invite over 100 of them to 
gather in one spot? 

"I don’t think we had one incident which involved discipline or 
anything of that sort, and I feel that I am speaking for most of the 
people who were there — it was really and truly a great ex- 
perience.” 

That’s understandable, after all, didn't newspaper people put it 
on? 


Before we forget, want to thank staffer Jim Bradley for handling 
the sports desk during my two-weeks vacation. As always, Jim did 
a tremendous job — and 1 sometimes wonder why he gave up this 
foolishness for that straight news stuff.

The Catholic Church was wrong 
not to grant “a full Catholic burial” 
to Mafia leader Carmine Galante 

The fact that Galante “did not lead 
a life in accordance with the stan 
dards of the community” is beside 
the point ^v^erals are for the 
living, not for the dead They should 
offer solace to those mourning the 
loss of a loved one and be a 
reminder to the rest of us that life is 
short (“teach as to number our 
days”) and that death can come 
“like a thief in the night” — when we 
iire unprepared and least expect it 

Families often need the comfort of 
the church more not less — upon 
the death of a spouse, father or child 
who has led a flagrantly un- 
christian life 

Particularly if they are religious 
people themselves, these bereaved 
survivors are tormented by thoughts 
that their dear departed will spend 
eternity in hell. If such people ever 
need the consolation of the church, 
it is then 

A boy may be an unrepentent 
criminal, but he is still some 
mother s son When he dies, shall we 
multiply her grief by refusing that 
which would make her time of 
sorrow more bearable? 

It was early in my ministry that I 
decided that a funeral service is for 
the survivors more than for the 
deceased. 

I was asked to officiate at the 
funeral of a young man who was not 
a' religioas person, much less a 
churchgoer His w idow asked me not 
to include anything religious in the 


service — not even the Lord’s 
Prayer — because “Ted wouldn’t 
want it.” 

But Ted s grieving mother — who 
was a member of my church — was 
at the funeral and so were a lot of 
other people w ho would have liked to 
hear something religious said on 
that occasion. 

I ahided by the widow’s request, 
but I no longer think I did the right 
thing Today \ am more interested in 
what effect the funeral will have on 
the people at the service than in 

what Ted” — or John or Wilma — 

would have wanted.” 

I must say. in all honesty, that I do 
have my problems w ith people who 
darken the door of the church only 
when they are hatched, matched 
and dispatched” — that is, baptized, 
married and buried 

When l was a minister at King’s 
Chapel in Boston. I got to meet 
many ot these people as they were 
getting ready for the second of their 
three visits. 

King's Chapel, founded in 1686, is 
one of the historic churches of our 
kind — and one of the most beautiful. 
It isn’t surprising that many young 
couples would like to be married in 
such a place 

The problem for me was that a 
good many who came to be married 
had no church affiliation and were 
not interested in establishing any. 
They just wanted to be married in 
King’s Chapel ” 

Should I marry such couples? 
That was the question I never 
satisfactorily resolved my dilemma. 

I married some of these non church 
people and turned away others.

that the church would never see 
them again 


So the debate with myself went on 
I never debated, however, whether 
or not to conduct a funeral when I 
was asked. 

Certainly. I would not be deterred, 
as the Catholic Church apparently 
was in the case of Galante, “because 
of the scandal that would ensue.” 

The church should be big enough 


— as its Master was — to ignore 
“what people will say” in fulfilling 
its mission of compassion to those 
who need its ministrations and 
assurances at critical junctures in 
their lives.
